As warbles in cattle appear to be on 
the inerease, the ioliawing exiract 
from P. B. Gregson’s lecture, recent-

The annmal report of the Indian Je- 
partment for the year ending June 30 
last bas been issued. There were 
2,333 births and 2,557 deaths during 
the year. Given by provinces the In- 
dian population is as follows:

In the 
mature of things it is impossidla for 
the agents ‘to inform themselves ex- 
actly as to the amomnt the Indians 
may make in various ways, ,especially 
when at a distance from their re- 
serves, so that prohably the actual 
amount was considerably greater.
